20.000 YEARS AGO 


Minneapolis, 
Dec. 28.—Discov­ 
ery of relics thought to date back 
20.000 to 25,000 years has added 
to evidence that man was con­ 
temporaneous in North 
America 
with the mastodon and other ani­ 
mals now extinct. 
Dr. E. H. Sellards of the Texas 
Bureau of Economic Geology, at 
the opening session today of the 
Geological Society of America and

flint spearheads, hide scrapers and 
the like. 
"The relics.” said Dr. Sellards, 
“were found in 
terraces 
of

found remains of elephant,

todon and horse. 
“The elephant is the Columbian 
elepant which was abundant in 
that region of Texas in relatively 
late geologic time; the mastodon 
is the American variety which in. 
earlier time ranged widely over 
the continent and the horse is re­ 
lated to the modern animal, but 
had become extinct before Euro­ 
peans came to this continent.”

some people thought that women 
ivere going to revolutionize the con­ 
duct of government. Yet all we were 
given was the right to vote. Men 
had had the vote on a fairly univer- 
sal basis ever since the country was i 
established — w ithout achieving 
Utopia.” 
The near-alibi is quoted from Mrs. 
Roosevelt’s remarks on the fact that 
such great reforms as were pre­ 
dicted have not taken place during 
the twenty years that women have 
had equal voting strength. However, 
the First Lady points out that many 
appointive-position women have 
achieved great successes in their 
various jobs. 
“There is more truth in the state­ 
ment that men have a different atti­ 
tude toward politics than women. 
They play politics a little more like a 
game. With the men, it becomes a 
serious occupation for a few weeks 
before election; whereas women look 
upon it as a serious m atter year in 
and year out. It is associated with 


their patriotism and their duty to 
their country.” 
There have been bitter controver­ 
sies over the merits of one of the 
foremost women in politics, Secre­ 
tary of Labor Perkins. While admit­ 
ting that her appointment came at 
a period in the country’s history 
when the job of Secretary of Labor 
would be a thankless one for man or 
woman, many feel that the waves of 
labor troubles in recent years could 
have been more competently handled 
by a man. In Mrs. Roosevelt’s opin­ 
ion, however, “—she has been the 
best Secretary of Labor this country 
has had.” 
Madame Perkins has had an un­ 
friendly relationship with the press 
almost from the first conference she 
held in her new Cabinet position. 
The general belief is that this was 
caused by the Secretary’s suspicious 
attitude toward the press which was 
enhanced by the desire of those 
around her to protect her from un­ 
pleasantness arising from her atti­ 
tude. In discussing this point, Mrs. 
Roosevelt discloses that she feels 
that much of the criticism of the 
Secretary of Labor has been caused 
by this situation. 
In a departure from her subject 
of women actually or indirectly con­ 
nected with politics, Mrs. Roosevelt 
pays high tribute to Anne O’Hare 
McCormick, writer on the New York 
T im es, who w as chosen as th e 
woman of distinction of 1939. Mrs. 
Roosevelt includes Miss McCormick 
among the women who are blazing 
the trails for all women in the future 
and whose sucesses or failures will 
largely influence the increased pos­ 
sibilities for women’s participation 
in the government.
